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Close call at Midway under investigation

Confusion over similar-sounding flight numbers 
is under investigation as the cause of a close call 
between two airliners taking off on intersecting 
nmways at Midway Airport, an aviation source 
said Wednesday 

A Southwest Airlines plane, Flight 3828, was 
cleared for takeoff on runway 31 Center on Tues- 
day night, according to the Federal Aviation 
Administration. As Flight 3828 began its takeoff 
roll. Delta Air Lines Flight 1328 also began roll- 
ing on runway 4 Right without clearance from 
the Midway tower, according to the preliminary 
FAA investigation. 

Both planes were operating at full takeoff pow- 
er, which is standard procedure on the Southwest 
Side airport’s relatively short runways, the source 
said. The controller directing both planes spot- 
ted the Delta plane’s movement and ordered the 
Delta pilots to stop immediately the FAA said. 
The Southwest pilots also hit the brakes. 

Before the incident, a Midway ground con- 
troller had notified both pilots about the similar 
and potentially confusing flight numbers of the 
two planes waiting to depart, and he advised the

phots to Hsten carefully to radio calls, according 
to tapes of the incident. 

On the transmission, the tower controller is 
heard clearing Southwest Flight 3828 for takeoff 
But when the Southwest pilot radios back confir- 
mation, his voice is obscured, or “stepped on,” by 
a dual transmission, apparently from Delta Flight 
1328. During a dual transmission, each pilot hears 
only some of what is being communicated. 

A second dual transmission then occurs, and 


seconds later, as the Southwest plane is acceler- 
ating down runway 31 Center, the Delta plane 
is also on a takeoff roll on intersecting runway 
4 Right, sources said. 

A controller abruptly yells, “Stop, stop, stop, 
stop!” A pilot says, ‘Aborting,” and another pilot 
announces, “SWA stopping.” 

After both planes safely make an emergency 
stop short of the intersection, the Southwest pi- 
lot is heard on the tape asking the control tower 
whether he mishandled his takeoff clearance. 
“Were we the ones cleared for takeoff?” 

The controller responds, “Tes, sir, you were. 
You were doing what you were supposed to be 
doing.” 

“Delta took our— Delta was rolling also?” the 
pilot asks. 

“He took your call signs,” the controller says. 

Delta released a statement saying it was “ftiUy 
cooperating with the FAAs investigation.” 

It wasn’t clear how many passengers were on 
the Delta plane. The Southwest plane was car- 
rying 139 passengers and five crew members, ac- 
cording to Southwest officials.

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South Loop bar Viliams is 
back, and the burger— and 
beer list— is worth the trip 

Burgers and beer 
are my reason for 
being. My idea of tbe 
perfect date nigbt 
involves only a frosty 
glass of beer, the per- 
fect patty and yours 
truly This is how I, 
The Great Burgerelli, 
first found myself 
at the now-defunct 
Villains in the South 
Loop many years ago. 
And what I found 
at the time was an 
excellent medium- 
sized patty with charred edges and fine ale 
pours of Lagunitas Brown Shugga’ and Surly 


Darkness. It was a very sad day indeed when 
the original Villains closed in 2012; I have 
attempted to drown my sorrows with many 
fine ales and burgers since. But, to my de- 
light, a few weeks ago, I spied a new Villains 
just down the street from the old location in 
Printer’s Row. And the answer to my prayers 
had arrived. 

The story and the scene 

The current incarnation ofVillains includes 
consulting general manager Marco Silva, who 
was involved with the old location. Most 
of the original ownership and team, how- 
ever, has dispersed elsewhere. Silva brought 
aboard chef Dennis Stover, who has quite the 
pedigree, having spent time working with 
chefs Paul Virant and Paul Kahan and most 
recently running the kitchen at Hot Choco- 
late. The old Villains was quite divey indeed; 
the new Villains is rustically elegant with just 
a tiny touch of edge, thanks to the skull wall- 
paper and rugged custom metal dining chairs.

The chairs, in particular, have a splendid 
backstory “Marco really liked this metal- 
worker, and he wanted him to make chairs 
for the new location. He kept calling the guy 
but couldn’t get a hold of him,” Stover said. 
“So, Marco camped outside his workshop in 
Pilsen for a couple days, even sleeping in his 
car. One morning around 5 a.m., he saw the 
guy coming in, and he got out and commis- 
sioned the guy” 

The menu 

While the old Villains was utterly burger- 
centric, the new Villains serves just one single 
burger (S15) amidst a smattering of New 
American dishes. “I eventually want to get 
to a place where if it’s not served locally or it’s 
seasonal, I don’t do it. There’s no better way,” 


Stover said. While I, The Great Burgerelli, 
can five on burgers alone, I did sample a few 
non-burger plates. My favorite was a slice 
of pork belly ($14) that ate like a ham steak 
flanked by sweet bits of honeycomb, charred 
asparagus and verdant farm peas that tasted 
like the very essence of spring. I would 
venture to say that Stover’s style is much akin 
to the great work of his mentors Kahan and 
Virant, and I look forward to exploring more 
in the future. 

The burger 

But let’s not be foolish, dear friends. I was 
here for the burger, and Villains’ patty is 
a fine one— thick, juicy medium-rare and 
displaying a slight mineral flavor. Made from 
chuck, brisket and the trim of 30-day dry- 
aged sirloin from Fairbury Ill.-based Slagel 
Farms, it is all ground in-house and, as Stover 
so aptly described it himself, has “a nice bit of 
funk.” Indeed, it was so funky, it was worthy 
of a Clinton, the venerable George Clinton

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with crispy rashers of fine applewood-smoked 
bacon and a blanket of sharp Hooks fottr-year- 
old aged cheddar.

Legislators OK bill for 
craft brewery growth

A bill expected to boost the state’s beer pro- 
duction was headed to the governor’s desk 
after passing the Illinois House on June 9. 

The House signed 
off on the bill 87-20 
after the Senate 
passed it late last 
month. Gov Rauner 
has 60 days to sign, 
veto or amend the bill

to him. 

“We’re excited,” 
said John Barley, co-founder of Solemn Oath 
Brewery and the president of the Illinois 
Craft Brewers Guild, which negotiated the 


bill with the Associated Beer Distributors of 
Illinois. 

“We’ve had no indication from the gov- 
ernor’s office that this won’t be signed. It’s 
good for beer in Illinois, good for brewers, 
consumers and the distributorships.” 

The legislation allows breweries to make 
up to 120,000 barrels of beer per year— more 
than most breweries in the state now make— 
while operating as many as three retail facili- 
ties, such as brewpubs or taprooms. 

Current law, which has been cobbled to- 
gether over years of negotiations, limits 
brewers to 30,000 barrels of annual produc- 
tion if they own multiple types of breweries, 
and had knocked fast-growing breweries like 
Revolution Brewing from compliance.

Makes 1 1/3 cups 

To find burdock root, visit an Asian grocery store. 
Variation: To make cherry bitters, omit aiispice and 
cioves and add % cup dried cherries 

1 cup Everclear 
1 medium orange 

4 tablespoons peeled and chopped burdock root 
1 teaspoon black peppercorns 
1 tablespoon cardamom seeds 
1 cinnamon stick 

1 piece fresh ginger, cut in half (approx. VA in.) 

4 allspice berries 
4 whole cloves 

1 tablespoon honey dissolved in 2 teaspoons of 
hot water 

1. Using a vegetable peeler, remove the zest of the 
orange, leaving pith behind. 

2. Combine the zest with the aromatics and herbs 
in a wide-mouth canning jar. Pour in Everclear, add 
honey and 1/3 cup of juice from the orange. Cover 
with a tight-fitting lid and store at room tempera- 
ture for at least two weeks, giving the jar a good 
shake every other day. 

3. After the steeping process is finished, strain into 
a clean jar using a coffee filter.
